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Wilmington Ford

The two alarm fire that erupted 
Sunday at the vacated Wilmington 
Ford building opposite Wilmington 
Plaza on Main Street was 
"deliberately set," according to 
Wilmington Fire Chief Daniel R. 
Stewart. 

Wilmington Police apprehended 
two juvenile males, both age 12, at 
the scene of the fire. The suspects, 
released by police to their parents 
on Sunday afternoon, were 
arraigned Monday morning on 
charges of "delinquency by reason 
of arson." 

The Wilmington Fire Department 
tesponded to the blaze at 2:26 p.m. 
with help at the scene from both 
the Tewksbury and Reading Fire 
Departments, 

Fire officials from Burlington 
and Woburn covered the 
Wilmington station in case of 
emergency while the Wilmington 
Ford fire was being fought for 
approximately one hour. 

There were no injuries reported 
as a result of the fire, but 
precautions were taken against the 
potential collapse of the building 
due to structural damage. 


"The fire was in an office area to 
the rear of the main building, on 
the second floor. The internal area 
had been vandalized, with records 
and invoices strewn throughout the 
area," Fire Chief Stewart.said. 

Chief Stewart feared damage to 
the building's steel bar joists, 
which hold the ceiling up, resulting 
from the weight of the water and 
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the 1,000 degree temperatures of 
the fire, 

Firefighters poured some 30,000 
gallons of water into the building 
to extinguish "all combustibles,” 
Chief Stewart said. 

Another potential problem arose 
when a neighbor close by the scene 
reported that there might still be 
some children inside the burning 
building. 

Rescue teams led by Lt. Joe 
McMahon of the Wilmington Fire 
Department searched the building 
thoroughly, but no one was 
discovered. 

The Wilmington Fire Department 
also had to contend with what Fire 
Chief Stewart termed “two 
glitches." The first came when 
firefighters uied to pump water 
through the building's sprinkler 


system. 
The system, which was 
supposedly drained, suffered 


cracked pipes during the winter 
which prevented the water from 
reaching the fire. 

The second problem came about 
when Wilmington Engine 5 broke 
a pipe, which then had to be 
repaired, "This slowed us down 
towards the end," Stewart said. 

Deputy Chief Bernard Nally of 
the Wilmington Police Department 
believes "the kids tried to put [the 
fire] out, but didn't realize it would 
catch like it did." 

The building had apparently been 
entered by various youths on 
several occasions prior to the 
blaze.

"Both pitchers pitched great 
games, out baserunners created the 
runs and our defense played great, 
and that's what wins games,” said 
Lyman after the game.

Tarantino scored on another 
double steal attempt which made it 
3-0 and that wrapped it up for the 
Wildcats to improve their overall 
record to 20-2.

HOME OFFICES 
It's going to be tougher than 
ever to claim a deduction for a 
home office in some special cases 


since the Supreme Court backed _ 


up the Internal Revenue Service in 
refusing to allow the deduction of 
a New York anesthesiologist. The 
doctor had no office in any of the 
hospitals in which he practiced, so 
he claimed an office at home in 
which he kept all his records, 

The key points on which the 
Court decided were; whether most 
important activities of the doctor's 
practice were carried out in the 
home office, or whether he spent 
most of his working hours there. 
(Section 280-A of the Tax Reform 
Act of 1976 says a home office 
must be. the taxpayer's principal 
place of business, or used by 
clients or customers in dealing 
with the taxpayer, or a separate 
structure.) Some tax experts 
expect to see other home office 
filers questioned, such as 
contractors, consultants, traveling 
salespeople, even actors. 

For those who do qualify, 
though, a home office offers real 
advantages: no office rent, no 
commuting hassle, and tax 
savings, t00.

Stability at 
the top

Politics in the Wilmington Public School system has always 
been like a pendulum, swinging dangerously from radical right 
to the very liberal left, with only brief interludes of normalcy in 
between. 

The system has often resembled an Emmy Award winning 
daytime soap opera, with one scandal ending just in time for 
another to begin and a string of superintendents being forced to 
resign under less than glamorous circumstances. Dr. Carol 
Sager saw her relationship with the school committee quickly 
spoil; Bob Horan left town with bulging pockets thanks to a 
$64,000 severance payment that left local officials red-faced and 
politically tarnished; and Bill Fay simply left town to enjoy the 
Florida sunshine. 

Today, with that all-too-familiar aroma of normalcy finally 
back in the air, locals are asking themselves if it can really be 
true. After the dirty business of a hazing scandal and bitter 
special election, can the public school system really be charting 
a sleady course, and how can the system maintain it for more 
than just a brief season? 

"It's clear that the focus of controversy has left the public 
school system," said Wilmington School Committee Chairman 
Brad Jackson, who's lived the topsy-turvy life of a local school 
committee member and said he's enjoying the calmer waters of 
late. "We have a full plate agenda, but at least we're moving 
forward with some optimism for a change." 

While her board is throwing the accolades, Superintendent 
Gerry O'Donnell, a PHD with nearly 20 years of education 
experience, credits her success to careful preparation. 
O'Donnell said she made a good entry into the Wilmington 
system, that critical “good first impression," because she took 
the time to meet the people who make the community what it is 
today. 

"I've spent my time just getting a sense of what people in 
Wilmington see as the needs of the town," said O'Donnell, who's 
met with parents, students, faculty, staff and local officials since 
she left her job as assistant superintendent in Haverhill. 

And what did she discover? "The number one thing is that 
there's a need to set edly Th as the number one priority," said 
O'Do: baste diy: oyMbe* superintendent said that the 
Wilmington get process doesn't serve the true needs of the 
school system because instead of the present short term 
mentality, “we need to budget a long-term plan.” 

O'Donnell has taken the reigns in Wilmington just as school 
systems across the state hold their collective breath in 
anticipation of the $1 billion plus education reform bill passed 
by the legislature last week. If funded, Wilmington's $12.5 
million budget would be hiked nearly $276,000. 

That budget blessing may be perfectly timed, since O'Donnell 
began to reexamine a comprehensive day care program, which 
she said is more appropriately called early childhood 
development, "because it has to do with what we know about the 
developmental needs of children at three and four years old." 

With a budget trimmed by $400,000 at town meeting, 
O'Donnell has no plans for kicking off the early childhood 
program now, but her public planning meetings are attracting 
broad attention. 

O'Donnell's goals for the new school year include organizing 
a "strategic planning retreat," perhaps a local version of Bill 
Clinton's renaissance weekend, only more comprehensive and 
less egalitarian. 'It will be about 20 to 25 people representing as 
many constituencies as possible," the superintendent said. Some 
of the retreat topics may include O'Donnell's three biggest 
gripes; the age of textbooks, professional development of 
teachers and the lack of modem technology in the classroom. 

Linda McMenimen of the school committee credited 
O'Donnell with bridging the gap between the committee and the 
superintendent's office and clarifying the roles of each, which 
have historically been misunderstood. "As a board she's given us 
a clearer sense of purpose as to why we're there," said 
McMenimen, acknowledging the need to know the difference 
between setting policy and running the system on a daily basis. 
McMenimen added that O'Donnell is earning a reputation in the 
Merrimack Valley as the "Queen of Grants" due to her tenacity 
in obtaining state funds for special projects. 

Committeeman Paul Palizzolo said O'Donnell "works quietly 
but effectively” and has earned his confidence, because "she's a 
good listener and knows how to get the facts to make the good 

As to how to maintain this new experiment with stability in 
the Wi Public Schools, Chairman Brad Jackson said the 
key to success is to avoid the divide and conquer mentality of 
past controversies. "The way we keep things going is we don't 
allow ourselves to be derailed when the inevitable controversial 
issue arises," said Jackson. "The school committee needs to keep 
itself and the community focused on the end result, a substantial 
improvement in the public schools.”

The Harnden Tavern 
holds many tales 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

According to the sign in front of 
the Harnden Tavern in North 
Wilmington, the construction of 
that historical center was in 1766. 
There are other such early homes 
in New England constructed on 
precisely the same plan. All are the 
work, it scems of an English 
architect. 

Wilmington's verbal history 
reports that two black carpenters, 
probably slaves from the Ebenezer 
Jones family near the Andover line 
about two miles northerly, did the 
work. It is possible they were not 
slaves, Whatever their status, it 
seems they were able to read plans, 
and they performed well. 

Another part of the verbal 
history of Wilmington reports that 
the home was built about 1730 for 
Samuel Dummer. Dummer, 
brother of the ruling governor of 
the Colony of Massachusetts Bay 
became the owner of Lot One of 
the Land of Nod, shortly before 
Wilmington became a town, 

Recently this writer told of 
Dummer naming the towns of 
Wilmington and Tewksbury, for 
political purposes. He also ascribed 
the site of the home of Samuel as 
being somewhere in the center of 
Lot One, Land of Nod. Lot One 
was between Andover Street and 
Martins Brook, and was 300 acres 
in area. 

There had been a lawsuit in 
Cambridge, Sept. 18, 1705. That 
and later events led to the eventual 
ownership of Lot One by Samuel 
Dummer. After he moved into 
what is now Wilmington his 
brother, the governor, appointed 
him the Sheriff of Middlesex 
County. 

It is possibly of interest that 
Samuel Dummer, Esq. brought 
seven or some such number of 
slaves with him when he came 
from Jamaica, in 1723. He moved 
from that island country when his 
brother became governor. 

The previous owner of Lot One 
had been Judge Samuel Sewall. 
Dummer, on March 9, 1726-27 
acknowledged the deed from the 
previous owner. 

Everything seems to point to 
1766 as being the date of 


construction. That was three years 
after the marriage of Joshua and 
Sarah Cornell. She was the 
daughter of a French Huguenot 
(Corneille), a family which lived at 
the present corner of Hopkins 
Street and Shawsheen Avenue, in 
Wilmington, where the Shawsheen 
School is located today. 

Joshua was born in 1740. His 
parents lived in a home which had 
been constructed by Deacon John 
Harnden of Reading after the 
Harnden Massacre (1707). 
Deacon's John's home was badly 
damaged, and he built a new onc; 
acquired a new wife and a new 
family. 

That home in somewhat recent 
years was known as the Lopaus 
house, and was owned by Herbert 
C. Barrows. It was the easterly side 
of what is now Woburn Street, 
across from the easterly end of 
High Street. It was burned on 
August 3, 1958, to make room for 
the new Route 93, then under 
construction, 

Joshua was the youngest son of 
the family. Captain John, two years 
older, was a well known fighter 
and early Minuteman. Another 
brother, Joseph, died in the 
Cambridge Lines at Christmas, 
1775. There were others, 

Joshua was a sergeant in the 
militia on Concord Day, and 
marched with the militia under the 
command of Capt. Timothy 
Walker. He served seven days. He 
was commissioned a lieutenant in 
the company commanded by Capt. 
Cadwallader Ford in May 1776, 
2nd Middlesex Regiment of Militia, 
and also served as a lieutenant in 
the company of Samuel Belknaps 
of Colonel Eleazer Brooks 
Regiment. 

There were many such orders, 
On Nov. 16, 1776 he was 
discharged to North Castle, New 
York after a service of 50 days, 
and 230 miles of travel. Records 
show he was advanced to the grade 
of colonel in later years. 

It is of interest that Joshua as a 
young man of 21 was hired by 
Woburn to move the French 
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Wills

Shawsheen Tech has prepared me 
for the future in many ways," 
wrote Christian Botte in an essay 
about what he had gained from his 
high school years.

Neutrals from Wilmington. They 
were the people often called 
Acadians, living in Nova Scotia 
who were dispersed all over the 
British Colonies, starting in 1755 
because the refused to give up their 
French nationality. 

Jean Labradeur and family lived 
near the Gulf of St. Lawrence, in 
"upper" Nova Scotia. They were 
sent to the empty Harnden House in 
Wilmington - the Massacre House. 
They had a miserable life. Their 
home was a shambles which had 
been, for all purposes (1707) 
destroyed by the Abnaki Indians. 
This writer told the story on 
January 22, 1992, 

Wilmington to the Labradeur 
family was a "land of woe." 
Eventually they were removed to 
Woburn, and to Boston, Part of the 
record may be read in the records 
of Woburn., They start on May 10, 
1756 and go on to August 28, 
1766. 

July 6, 1761 Joshua Walker of 
Wilmington was paid four shillings 


to "divide the French family in 
Wilmington." 

October 4, 1761 Joshua Harnden 
was paid eight shilling "in full” for 
moving the French family from 
Wilmington to Charlestown. On 
the same day his brother Joseph 
was paid 16 shilling for house rent 


for the French Family in 
Wilmington. Joseph was 
apparently, acting for the 
Wilmington selectmen, even 


though it was a Harnden home. 

John “Lappidore “received three 
payments for "maintaining": the 
French, each of one pound 12 
shilling, the first on January 8, 
1766 and the last on August 28, 
1766. He was quite evidently the 
Jean Labradeur who had lived with 
his family in the Harnden Massacre 
house. 

These later events were after the 
marriage of Joshua and Sarah 
Cornell. Possibly it was before 
they moved into the Harnden 
Tavern, as it became known. 

The members of the Harnden 


family, in those pre-Revolutionary 
days owned much of the land 
between Lubbers Brook (at "Jenks" 
etc.) and the Land of Nod, along ; 
what is now Woburn Street. 


Because of this early ownership, 
when the railroad was constructed 
from Boston to Lawrence about, 
1840 it was Joshua who sold the; 
“right of way" along the Ipswich) 
River and northerly along Lubbers} 
Brook to the railroad, Joshua in; 
this instance was a son of ther 
Colonel, but who had long since: 
become a resident of Reading. ! 


In his last years the Harnden 
Tavern became an overnight stop, 
for perSons on the road between 
Salem and New Hampshire. There | 
weren't many, but the tavern was a) 
nice place, about half the distance 
to the state line. 

Colonel Joshua died September 9: 
1807 at the age of 68.

When we catch a fish, we're taking 
out one of the top predators in the 
pond's food pyramid, but there is so 
much more involved. Hundreds or 
even. millions of other life forms are 
affected by our catching that fish, in 
a variety of ways. 

But it's okay, because we're part 
of the process too, you know! 

Luckily there are hundreds of 
other fish, so we're not doing major 
damage by catching a few. If you 
took out, say, the only pride of lions 
on an African plain, that might have 
far more impact on the remaining 
life there than removing one fish 
from a school of hundreds. 

But look at how the food pyramid 
in a pond is built, and it may offer 
clues to better fishing, or at least an 
appreciation of just how complex a 
pond really is. 

The term “pyramid” is best used to 
describe the complex dance of who 
is eating whom, because the base of 
the fresh-water food pyramid (and 
the salt-water as well) is very broad. 

We have to start with plants, since 
all life springs from the sun, Plants 
are the only living things that make 
direct use of sunlight, and the plants 
make up the basis for all life on this 
planet. (Well, there are bacteria that 
don't require sunlight for growth, 
but theirs is a small contribution to 
the tapestry.) 

In a pond, there is plant growth of 
all shapes and sizes, from tiny algae 
to beds of submerged and floating 
weeds. Aquatic plants, just like dry 
ones, absorb sunlight and “breathe” 
oxygen into the water. When plants 
(and animals) die, they decay and 
release nutrients into the water, thus 
feeding bacteria and protozoa that 
make up the bottom of the pyramid. 

The next level of the pyramid are 
the tiny animals that eat the bacteria 
and protozoa, such as insect larvae 
and bigger single-cell animals. For 
example, imagine the sheer volume 
of mosquito "wigglers" alone and 
you have a hint of how many tiny

life forms are in a pond. Literally 
hundreds of different species of tiny 
life inhabit the shallows, although it 
takes a microscope to appreciate the 
panoply of life in every drop. Truly 
more like soup than plain water. 

Next up are tiny fish and bigger 
insects, which eat the wigglers and 
larvae. (Oceans allow huge jumps in 
their food pyramids, such as whales 
eating plankton, but not so in fresh- 
water, which follows a more logical 
progression. Well, maybe the filter- 
feeding fresh-water mussels.) Each 
step up the food ladder has fewer 
members, so try to imagine 1,000 
insect larvae for each single bass fry 
eating them, Most of the insects 
never reach adulthood, so the bugs 
make up for that ongoing carnage by 
reproducing in staggering numbers. 
So do fish, because most of those 
bass fry won't reach one-foot size. 

Rising higher up the ladder are 
more complex predators, such as the 
crayfish and frogs, snakes and 
spiders, and the fish that we enjoy 
catching. I find this food pyramid 
level the most interesting, because 
animals at this step are easy to see, 
and they form the balancing point 
between prey and predator. Again, 
for every frog there are a thousand 
insects, and for every pike there are 
1,000 minnows that will never see 
winter. Numbers are important. 

The next-to-last level of each food 
pyramid is a top predator. In a pond 
those are the big fish, carnivorous 
birds, big turtles and a host of other 
species. The pond can support only 
a limited number of top predators, 
based mainly on the food available 
from the step below. Imbalances of 
the pyramid are self-correcting, in 
time, through both reproduction and 
starvation. If the food is abundant, 
animals have bigger litters and most 
of the young will survive. But if the 
food supply tapers off, litters will be 
smaller and some individuals may 
die outright from starvation, 

And that balancing act works both 
ways. Fewer pike means the perch 
can reproduce up to the capacity of 
their food supply, for example. All 
is balanced, 

But above all food pyramids there 
is a single "supreme" predator, and 
that's us. Humanity. 

Humans form the peak, the cap, of 
every food pyramid on earth. We 
eat the fish, the turtles, the birds. 
Like it or not, we are part of life on 
Earth, no matter how naughty our 
species might be at times. We have

to respect ourselves, because the rest 
of the natural world is focussed on 
our actions, 

Which brings up an interesting but 
troubling question: What limits our 
numbers? Nothing preys on us any- 
more, and as supreme predators we 
take our food from all the pyramids, 
making us immune to starvation as a 
tule, And since we are omnivores, 
eating animals and plants, we have 
the entire plant kingdom to feed us 
as well. What keeps us in check? 

One of these days, I'll give you my 
theory about the Four Horsemen of 
the Apocalypse: Death, Pestilence, 
Famine and War.

*At work, or during social 
occasions, avoid smoke-filled 
areas -- tobacco smoke aggra- 
vates some allergy sufferers, 

Limit prolonged exposure to 
pollens, ragweed, and other sea- 
sonal allergens and wear a pro- 
tective mask if necessary to fil- 
ter out potential allergens. 

*Keep the home as dust-free 
as possible: vacuum regularly, 
and washout bedding and pil- 
lows often. 

Keep damp places, like bath- 
rooms and basements clean and 
well ventilated. 

*Keep pets outdoors as much 
as possible and out of the bed- 
room.

The 
Japanese have it in just about 
every facet of their society, said 
Greg Gates, who owns the

Karaoke has a tendency to 
keep restaurant owners and 
managers happy. A packed 
house for singing will likely 
make the food and beverage 
receipts increase.

Hotel, said his Wednesday night 
revenue has doubled.

Adult family care is in need 
of capable adult volunteers 


Most people are familiar with 
the idea of foster care for chil- 
dren, but do not know that there 
are similar programs for elders 
} who need short or long-term 

care and shelter? ElderLink's 

» Adult Family Care program is a 
good fit for older adults who 
can't live alone but don't need 
; the comprehensive services of a 
‘nursing home. 
Adult Family Care (AFC) is a 
' shared living arrangement 
matching a person who needs 
care with someone who will pro- 
vide room, board, and daily 
assistance, while a professional 
team offers training, informa- 
tion and backup services. 

Because of Medicaid regula- 
tions, the host and participant 
cannot be related, but they are 
often friends or neighbors 
Tommasina Todisco, aged 70, 
has been an AFC host for sever- 
al years. Currently living with 
her is a longtime acquaintance 
named Helen, 76, who needed 
her assistance following a heart 
attack. "Helen's husband and I 
grew up together," says 
Tommasina,

Tommasina would help Helen 
out in any case, as she clearly 
has a great deal of compassion 
for people in need, but by partic- 
ipating in the AFC program 
Tommasina gains professional 
support from ElderLink and 
financial reimbursement from 
Medicaid for Helen's living 
expenses. 

Adult Family Care is open to 
anyone over 19 who is at risk liv- 
ing alone but is able to live in 
the community with non-profes- 
sional assistance. Younger dis- 
abled adults and people with 
AIDS are eligible along with 
elders. The participant must be 
mobile, continent, able to com- 
municate and cooperate in get- 
ting care, and must not be 
harmful to him or herself or to 
others. The host must have time 
and energy to share, a spare 
bedroom, and the ability to give 
needed care. Every participant 
is assigned a social worker and 
nurse, who provide intensive 
case management. 

The cost is shared between 
the participant and the state.

There is more to Social 
Security than benefits for per- 
sons over 62 years-of-age. 
Consumer Education Research 
Center, a national non-profit 
consumer group has been 
researching the Social Security 
system and the benefits it pro- 
vides since 1972. One finding is 
that, of the 50 million persons 
now collecting benefits, more 
than 15 million are under 62 
and, surprisingly, the average 
age is only about 30. 


Robert L. Berko, consumer 
writer and executive director of 
the Center, says the organization 
has been publishing and updat- 
ing a complete list of available 
benefits (and how to qualify for 
them) for the past 18 years. The 
Guide offers consumers of all 
ages an awareness of the bene- 
fits they are entitled to under 
the latest laws. The 12th update 
(a complete revision) is now 
available. 


The book contains a form to 
get a copy of your Social 
Security account showing all 
credits to your account and an 
estimate of the amount you will 
get upon retirement or disabili- 
ty. Workers must check their 
Social Security accounts fre- 
quently since any errors more 
than three years old will not be 
corrected. Often, the study 
found, workers have had too 
much deducted from their 
wages and were due a refund. In 
other cases, employers had not 
sent the correct amount to be 
credited to accounts. If you have 
records of the amount earnings 
and deductions, you will be cred- 
ited with that money and the 
employer's share whether or not 
he ever sent the money to the 
government. 

The 240-large-page Consum- 
ers Guide to Social Security 
Benefits Including Medicare is 
available for $11.95 (plus $3 
P&H) from Consumer Center, 
350 Scotland Rd., Orange, NJ 
07050 or by calling 1-800-USA- 
0121 (with credit card). 

"Billions of dollars go 
unclaimed," says Mr. Berko, 
"because many workers do not 
realize they are eligible for ben- 
efits." Among the findings of the 
study group and included in the 
Guide are: 


In some cases parents of a 
deceased worker are eligible for 
benefits even if they never paid 
into the system. 

*Many children are eligible 
for benefits even though their 
parents never paid into the sys- 
tem. 

*Minor children and surviv- 
ing spouse of a person who has 
worked under the SS system for 
as little as one day in each of 
six annual quarters can collect 
benefits. 

*Income from investments, 
interest, annuities, rentals and 
royalties are not considered in 
determining eligibility - nor is 
income from a business in 
which the person was owner or 
partner if payments are made 
as a retirement benefit, pur- 
chase of equity or any of the 
above. Only income listed as 
payment for actual work will 
affect retirement benefits. And 
after age 70, even that restric- 
tion is lifted. 

*A divorcee (either sex), 62 
or older, who was married 10 
years or more is eligible for ben- 
efits when the ex-spouse starts 
collecting retirement or disabili- 
ty payments. If the divorcee was 
later married and that marriage 
ended in death or divorce, this 
will not affect eligibility, 


*The Supplementary Security 
Income (SSI) program provides 
benefits to aged, blind, physical- 
ly disabled and even those with 
language handicaps. Even if 
these recipients own cars, 
homes or other assets, no lien is 
taken against these assets and a 
person cannot be disqualified 
because relatives are financially 
able to support the recipient. 

*Some benefits, such as SSI, 
do not require any work record 
by the recipient or his or her 
family. 

Recognizing the problem of 
millions who were missing out 
on agency-administered pro 
grams, Social —_ Security 
Commissioner Gwendolyn S. 
King, said in a recent interview, 
"I believe very strongly that we 
need to do more by way of out- 
reach." Commissioner King's 
statement was applauded by 
Ron Pollacki, executive director 
of Families USA Foundation 
because, he says, "a good num: 
ber of people « do not know about, 
the program." Many people, he” 
found, "try to make inquiries, 
but do not get through or 
receive erroneous information 
And there are many who go to 
an office to apply but don't get 
the assistance necessary to fill 
out their applications."

Years ago, a badly infected 
tooth was doomed to be pulled. 
Today, that's a last resort. Root 
canal treatment consists of: 1) the 
removal of the infected pulp that 
lies within the root canals of the 
tooth, and 2) the sealing of the 
root ends to prohibit any further 
infection. 

The pulp is the tooth's center 
core of soft tissue (nerves, blood 
vessels and fibers). When the 
dentist removes a “nerve” from a 
tooth, he really removes pulpal 
tissue that contains the nerve. 

Removing the pulp from the 
tooth does not produce a “dead” 
tooth.

SQUAMATE means

From that term 
in battle came the sense of a phrase 
used for a stand or goal, as in adver- 
tising. The word has moved far from 
its Scottish origin (a Gaelic term 
meaning “war cry"), but SLOGAN is 
still a forceful English noun after 
almost five centuries.
